WORLD Cup winner Terry Paine has 
urged England boss Roy Hodgson to 
give youth a chance and abandon his 
“relic” formation in order for the 
country to progress. 

Legendary former Saints winger Paine, 
part of the England squad in 1966, said he 
was disappointed Hodgson, pictured, 
employed a 4-4-2, defensive approach and 
felt that made the nation’s exit from the 
tournament inevitable. 

As well as urging an overhaul of British 
coaching, Paine, writing in his exclusive 
weekly column in The Pink, also called for 
a change of mentality. 

He said: “I have to disagree with Roy 
Hodgson’s statement that there are rea¬ 
sons to be optimistic about England’s 
future. 

“I said before the Euros began that 


England should forget the prospect of win¬ 
ning the tournament and concentrate 
instead on preparing for the 2014 World 
Cup in Brazil. 

“The results in this tournament flattered 
England, and my biggest disappointment 
was not seeing enough of the younger ele¬ 
ments in the squad. 

“The tried and trusted senior players 
have had enough chances and they have 
failed miserably.” 

He added: “If there is to be any progress 
on the international stage then a complete 
overhaul of the coaching structure is need¬ 
ed - and that could take years. 

“Hodgson must reflect on his starting for¬ 
mations and realise that, while 4-4-2 may 
be okay at West Brom, it is a relic of yes¬ 
teryear on the international scene.”

SIX years on, Bartosz 
Bialkowski still can’t 
help but think back to 
that fateful FA Cup tie at 
Newcastle. 

It was February 2006 when 
George Burley’s 

Championship side trav¬ 
elled to St James’ Park for a 
televised fifth round clash 
against their Premier 
League opponents. 

In goal was a fresh-faced 
18-year-old Bialkowski. 

The Polish keeper had 
only arrived at St Mary’s 
just over a month before¬ 
hand, signed for the paltry 
sum of £50,000 from Gornik 
Zabrze. 

His accomplished perfor¬ 
mances in those first few 
weeks with Saints already 
had supporters believing 
the club had secured an 
absolute bargain. 

And a string of marvellous 
saves in the 1-0 defeat 
against Newcastle was gen¬ 
erating further excitement 
surrounding the potential 
of this previously unknown 
teenage stopper. 

But then, in the 79th 
minute, something hap¬ 
pened that Bialkowski 
believes seismically altered 
the path of his career. 

On the face of it, it was an 
innocuous moment. 

Bialkowski slightly mis¬ 
judged a cross, spilled the 
ball and landed - awkward- 

iy- 

Minutes later, his left 
knee was in a brace and he 
was on a stretcher, his 
hands covering his tor¬ 
tured, blood-drained, face. 

Bialkowski had torn his 
cruciate ligaments and 
would not play again for 
more than a year. 

“Those first two months 
were incredible, until that 
game against Newcastle 
where I injured my knee,” 
he explains. 

“I caught a ball, then 
dropped it, and I think I 
landed on my knee and 
twisted it. 

“I heard it crack, and I 
couldn’t straighten my leg 
properly. Straight away it 
was just so painful.” 

With Bialkowski sidelined 
for so long, Burley was 
forced back into the trans¬ 
fer market. 

He signed Kelvin Davis 
that summer and the rest, 
as they say, is history. 

Davis went on to establish 
himself as the club’s num¬ 
ber one, while Bialkowski 
never fully recaptured his 
form and was condemned to 
spending most of his time 
on the bench and in the 
reserves. 

By the time he was 
released this summer, he 
had totalled just 42 appear¬ 
ances for the first-team. 

It is, therefore, little sur¬ 
prise that he still wonders 
what would have happened 
had the injury against 
Newcastle never occurred. 

“It would be completely 
different,” he insists. 


“If I was fit and playing 
every week then 
Southampton might not 
sign Kelvin. 

“But they signed him and 
he’s a hero now. It was good 
for Southampton, but not so 
good for me.” 

Yet, while life at St Mary’s 
did not work out how 
Bialkowski had hoped, he 
has nothing but positive 
things to say about the club. 

He still remembers the 


moment he arrived at 
Saints and his debut in a 0-0 
home draw with Crystal 
Palace. 

“It was amazing for me, 
because I was only 18 when 
I came to England,” recalls 
Bialkowski, who has 
always been a likeable and 
charming character. 

“It was always my dream 
to play there. When I looked 
at the stadium, the facili¬ 
ties, the training ground 


and everything it was amaz¬ 
ing for me. 

“I remember George 
Burley coming to me two 
hours before the Crystal 
Palace game and saying I 
was going to start. 

“I was thinking ‘oh wow, 
ok.’ 

“The atmosphere was 
amazing, the fans were 
absolutely brilliant to me.” 

Bialkowski did force his 
way back into the team late 
in the 2006/07 season, help¬ 
ing them end the campaign 
on a scintillating run that 
booked a place in the 


Championship play-offs. 

But, after playing in the 
first leg of the dramatic 
semi-final against Derby, he 
was dropped in favour of 
Davis for the second leg at 
Pride Park. 

“I wasn’t injured. It was a 
decision from George 
Burley,” reveals 

Bialkowski. 

“He did tell me why. He 
said he was struggling with 
defenders, so he had to put 
Martin Cranie in front of 
the goalkeeper, so he said 
he needed some experience 
in goal.”

In the two seasons that 
followed, Bialkowski would 
make just five appearances. 

Outside of cup fixtures 
and filling in for Davis dur¬ 
ing the occasional injury, 
he was firmly number two 
for the rest of his Saints 
career. 

But there is not a hint of 
bitterness. 

“Kelvin did everything he 
could to stay in the team,” 
says Bialkowski. “He’s 
been amazing for 
Southampton, and I was 
happy for him. 

“He is a great keeper and 


a really experienced guy. 
We talked a lot in the train¬ 
ing sessions - he always 
tried to help me. 

“He’s a top person, and I 
learned a lot from him. 

“I feel I improved a lot, 
because I worked with such 
great goalkeeping coaches, 
like Malcolm Webster, 
Keith Granger and Jim 
Stannard, and also with 
Kelvin and Richard Wright. 

“I think I improved. But 
you can only improve prop¬ 
erly when you’re playing, 
and I didn’t play a lot, so I 
still think I can improve a 


lot more.” 

While Bialkowski rates 
his debut as the highlight of 
his Saints career, he is in 
no doubt about the lowest 
moment - and it is not even 
the injury at Newcastle. 

“The Blackpool game,” he 
says ruefully, referring to 
the 2-2 draw at St Mary’s 
last December. “I enjoyed 
every game I played for 
Southampton, apart from 
the Blackpool game.” 

It is not enjoyable asking 
Bialkowski to dredge the 
memory up.

something with me going 
out on loan or I thought 
that I might not accept, 
because I really want to 
play and improve,” he says. 

“But after the last game I 
spoke to the gaffer and I 
knew I was not going to be 
the number one.” 

It did not take long for 
Notts County to sign him to 
a three-year deal, with the 
League One side declaring 
this month that he is their 
new number one custodian. 

For Bialkowski, it is a per¬ 
fect fit. 

“Some people might see 
Notts County as a step back 
for me, but I see it as a step 


season. 

“It’s a great club with a 
great manager, great play¬ 
ers and fantastic support¬ 
ers.” 

Before we finish the inter¬ 
view, there is one thing 
Bialkowski wants to make 
sure gets included. 

“I really want to say 
thank you to all the fans for 
the support they have given 
me there,” he says. 

It is hard to imagine there 
is a Saints supporter out 
there who doesn’t hope 
Bialkowski one day gets to 
achieve his Premier League 
dream. 


McManaman’s 
tame shot squirming 
through his legs to put 
Blackpool 2-1 up was the 
low point of a nightmarish 
day in goal for Bialkowski. 
Watching his face drop, as 
he turned to see the ball 
inch over the line, was a 
heartbreaking moment. 

“I had my chance and I 
really wanted to do well,” 
he continues. “But it didn’t 
work out for me for whatev¬ 
er reason - I still don’t 
know. 

“But that’s the game and 
it happens. “I was down 
afterwards, but everyone 
from the Southampton staff 
and the players backed me. 

“They know that’s part of 
football and sometimes 
things like that happen, so 
they were supportive.” 

Although Bialkowski, 
whose contract was expir¬ 
ing in the summer, did not 
discuss his future until 
after the season ended, he 
knew his time was up. 

And, had Saints wanted to 
keep him, he is not even 
sure that he would have 
accepted. The time has 
come to start playing again. 

“I wanted to play and I 
knew that even if they 
offered me a contract that 
they would need to do 


forward,” he insists. 

“I wanted to go some¬ 
where where I could play 
regularly week in and week 
out.” 

And, while Bialkowski is 
leaving a Premier League 
side to drop down two lev¬ 
els, he does so in the hope of 
one day returning to the top 
flight. 

“I want to play at the 
highest level I can, and I 
believe I can be a Premier 
League keeper,” he says. 

“Obviously, I lost some 
time in Southampton sit¬ 
ting on the bench, so I need 
to start playing. 

“As a player, you always 
want to play at the highest 
level, and that’s the 
Premier League. 

“Unfortunately for me, at 
Southampton, it wasn’t to 
be. 

“But I really believe I can 
be there in a couple of 
years.” 

And Bialkowski has 
another burning ambition 
he wants to achieve. 

“I’ve not given up on the 
national team,” he 
explains. “I still want to 
play for Poland.” 

Bialkowski, who was with 
Saints for almost their 
entire spell out of the 
Premier League, has 
backed his former col¬ 
leagues to be a hit as the 
club returns to the top 
flight. 

“There is a great group of 
lads and a great atmos¬ 
phere in the dressing room 
there,” he says. 

“If everyone sticks togeth¬ 
er like they have done the 
last two years then they can 
achieve some success next

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only one that can reasonably be 
expected to stay for the next 
World Cup is Steven Gerrard, 
though probably in more of a 
holding midfield role. 

Adam Rant does not mean to 
sound disrespectful to England, 
who did field good players, but 
they did not have many world 
class players and ultimately 
that was always likely to be the 
difference. 

In Wayne Rooney they had 
one genuinely world class play¬ 
er, with Gerrard at that level 
when he is totally fit, Ashley 
Cole round about when on top 
of his game - but playing at full 
back and Joe Hart getting 
there. 

It’s not enough to win tourna¬ 
ments at that level, you need to 
have a whole team bursting 
with such talent. 

Will there be a team full of 
world beaters there in two 
years time? 

At the moment it doesn’t look 
likely, but you never know 
what development will take 
place at club level. 

At least this time the expecta¬ 
tion didn’t crush us. 

Just the inevitability.

THE ICC’s judgement not to make the 
decision review system mandatory was 
certainly unexpected, but until it can be 
applied consistently it is hard to argue 
with. 

Adam Rant has to say he was sceptical 
about the use of video technology to 
start with for things that are not as clear 
cut as run outs or no balls, but the sys¬ 
tem has actually worked better than 
expected. 

However, there remains one major 
stumbling block and, until that is sorted 
out, it is hard to make it mandatory. 

That is the availability of the different 
elements of the DRS system which are 
totally inconsistent. 

Because of the cost of the 
technology it is left to the 
host broadcaster rather 
than the ICC or the nation¬ 
al boards to make the call 
on what is available. 
Generally, run outs are 
• fine because it involves sim¬ 
ply positioned cameras - and 
Hawkeye is now pretty much standard. 

But some will not have things such as 
hot spot, let alone snickometer, another 
essential tool. 

There is nothing more frustrating than 
seeing the DRS in use but then the tech¬ 
nology not existing to make a clear and 
correct decision either way when it has 
been refereed. 

At the moment both teams have to 
agree at the start of a series to use the 
DRS system and it is India who largely 
stand against it, while Sri Lanka seem to 
be picking and choosing when they want 
it. 

It is ridiculously inconsistent, but then 
the issue of a level playing field of tech¬ 
nology when operating the DRS system 
needs to be introduced, either first or in 
conjunction with any mandatory regula¬ 
tions to do the game the justice it 
deserves.

IT seems hard to believe it all starts again

Probably for them as well as a football 
reporter, the summer always seems so 
short. 

It’s the strange thing about football. 

Players probably get asked the same as 
journalists and all those many people up 
and down the country who 
work for football clubs ‘what 
do you do all summer?’ 

Well the clubs don’t just 
shut down, the players 
don’t, or shouldn’t, stop 
staying in shape and the 
fans don’t suddenly decide 
they don’t want to read abo 
their teams anymore. 

It’s just a little less hectic. 

My answer is always the same, though - 
the summer is, at best, six weeks long. 

As soon as the players are back for pre¬ 
season it has started again. 

The friendlies quickly roll around and then 
the season proper, which most people 
wrongly consider to be the start for play¬ 
ers, club officials and journalists. 

This year the gap was exceptionally long 
- 61 days between the last day of last sea¬ 
son and the first day of pre-season. 


AS per usual following an 
England exit from a major 
championship, the recrimi¬ 
nations have rumbled on. 

But this time we should draw 
a line under it because the team 
just weren’t good enough. 

For much of the tournament 
Adam Rant was away on holi¬ 
day and, whilst in range of a TV 
one day, a foreign news channel 
was talking about the Euros 
and said Tor the first time in liv¬ 
ing memory, neither the 
English public nor the press 
expect the team to win this 
tournament.’ 

How true that statement was, 
and how correct we all turned 
out to be. 

In some ways it is a nicer situ¬ 
ation to be in, and we should 
perhaps all take a bit of comfort 
in that. 

In previous tournaments the 
team has been good enough to 
win, or at least give it a right 
good go, and so the failure has 
been painful.

I HAVE to disagree with Roy 
Hodgson’s statement that 
there are reasons to be opti¬ 
mistic about England’s future. 

I said before the Euros began that 
England should forget the prospect 
of winning the tournament and con¬ 
centrate instead on preparing for the 
2014 World Cup in Brazil. 

The results in this tournament flat¬ 
tered England, and my biggest disap¬ 
pointment was not seeing enough of 
the younger elements in the squad. 

The tried and trusted senior play¬ 
ers have had enough chances and 
they have failed miserably. 

To be fair, the new England manag¬ 
er was only appointed on May 1 and 
had little time to prepare the squad. 
What preparation they did have was 
obviously concentrated on defensive 
formations. 

But that is exactly my argument. 

Hodgson wouldn’t have been 
blamed for England’s performances, 
so why not take a more positive 
approach, both in terms of team 
selection and attacking flair? 

It was proved against Sweden that, 
when the handbrake was taken off, 
England looked far happier with the 
freedom they were allowed. 

My fear is how England will play in 
the years ahead. The long-time prob¬ 
lem of giving the ball away was again 
in evidence in this tournament. 

While other national teams are so 
comfortable in possession, England 
handle the ball like a hot potato. 

Against Italy, it was glaringly obvi¬ 
ous that Andrea Pirlo was pulling 
the strings. 

He cleverly played slightly deeper, 
so as not to be confronted by 
England’s two midfield players, 
Steven Gerrard and Scott Parker. 

Although Hodgson believes statis¬ 
tics don’t always paint a true picture, 
he must have realised that, unless 
they kept Pirlo quiet, Italy 
would dominate for long 
periods. 

I looked up the stats 
regarding England’s two 
midfield players and 
Italy’s number one. 

Pirlo was by far the 
dominant player com¬ 
pared to the English 
duo put together. He had far 
more possession, his pass 
rate was superior, and his 
crossing into the box was 
successful 50 per cent of the 
time, whereas Gerrard and 
Parker cross rate was 
zero. 

Surely England have to 
be sharper and be prepared 



Bring in the

to change tactics for the benefit of 
the team, regardless of reputation? 

With 64 per cent possession and 31 
shots to England’s eight, Italy were 
allowed to run the show, while their 
opponents’ coaching staff dithered 
over making the necessary changes. 

What I hope to see in England’s 
future games is the nucleus of 
younger players being given a 
chance. 

Maybe in the Olympics we can see 
some of them, and hopefully we will 
get a glimpse of those young players 
who were injured and not able to 
make the Euros. 

I would certainly like to see Kyle 
Walker, of Tottenham, and Arsenal’s 
Jack Wilshere join Danny Welbeck, 
Alex Oxlade-Chamberlain and Theo 
Walcott in a new-look England team. 

My initial comments at the end of 
the Italy match when I was asked 
about it in our studio presentation 
were that England are a million 
miles away from winning a major 
tournament. 

This view was endorsed by former 
England captain Alan Shearer, who 
added we have no chance of winning 
the next World Cup. 

There have been calls from many 
professionals in the game to change 
the way it is being taught at grass 
roots level. 

It is a fact that the FA have recent¬ 
ly voted in proposals for youth 
coaching, which include smaller 
sided games, on smaller pitch¬ 
es, with smaller goals, and 
that is certainly a step in 
the right direction. 

But if there is to be any 
progress on the interna¬ 
tional stage then a com¬ 
plete overhaul of the 
coaching structure is 
needed - and that could 
take years.

ITALY will certainly push Spain 
all the way in the Euro 2012 
final, following their shock win 
against Germany. 

The Italians denied Germany 
the space they needed - and 
Mario Balotelli, pictured, 
showed why he could become 
a genuine superstar. 

Germany created enough in 
the first half-hour to have 
taken the lead, but once 
Balotelli came to the party 
there was only one winner. 

It just shows what an enigma 
Balotelli is. There is no doubt¬ 
ing his ability and his two 
goals were outstanding.

But Germany weren’t clever 
enough to open them up. 
Although they got the penalty 
in the dying seconds, I don’t 
think they would have a goal 
from open play if they were 
still playing now. 

I wasn’t sure about the sub¬ 
stitutions, particularly taking 
Gomez and Podolski off as 
early as half-time.

When Manchester City captain 
Vincent Kompany finally lifted the 
Premier League trophy, it signified 
the end of a 44-year barren spell 
since City last won the league title. 

But the moment also marked the 
fulfilment of a billionaire Arab’s 
quest to take over a football club 
and turn them into the best team in 
the land. 

The intervening years, sandwiched 
between the halcyon days of Maine 
Road heroes Bell, Lee and 
Summerbee and the epic drama of 
Sergio Aguero’s late winner at the 
Etihad Stadium, were fraught with 
moments referred to by long-suffer¬ 
ing fans as ‘Typical City’. 

From the disastrous return of 
Malcolm Allison as manager to the 
second coming of Francis Lee as a 
director and the embarrassingly 
open-armed welcome to former Thai 
Prime Minister Thaksin Shinawatra, 
Manchester City’s history has been 
littered with false dawns. 

Indeed, City’s continued associa¬ 
tion with the tragicomic and their 
long-standing blight of living in the 
shadow of such illustrious neigh¬ 
bours made them an intriguing 
story even before the riches of Abu 
Dhabi’s Sheikh Mansour made them 
the world’s wealthiest football club. 

Sports writer David Conn, a 
Manchester 
City fan since 
the early sev¬ 
enties, is well 
placed to 
write about 
the club’s 
new-found 
fiscal securi¬ 
ty. 

He does so 
by alternating 
between 
insights into 
how City now 
operate as a 
business and his own emotional 
experiences as an embattled sup¬ 
porter. 

Ever the intrepid reporter (the 
author is considered an ‘internation¬ 
al enemy of Leeds United’ by their 
chairman Ken Bates for his foraging 
into the club’s ownership), Conn 
gives his audience a rare glimpse of 
the human side of the Arab takeover 
through interviews with chairman 
Khaldoon Al Mubarak and Director 
of Football Brian Marwood. 

Even more engaging is the way in 
which Conn speaks of his early days 
as a fan on Maine Road’s bleak ter¬ 
races and his battle to remain pas¬ 
sionate in his support for his club 
during a more money-conscious 
age. 

Conn’s fervour and dedication to 
football comes over expressively 
throughout, making ‘Richer Than 
God’ an honest and moving account 
of his relationship with the game. 

The book spans the evolution of a 
football club and the sport itself over 
40 years. 

Importantly, it showcases Conn’s 
talents as one of the nation’s leading 
football writers and, thanks to 
Manchester City’s last-gasp title 
win, it even has a happy ending.

THE dust is starting to 
settle on the biggest 
Premier League man¬ 
agerial upheaval of all 
time. 

Six top flight clubs have 
appointed a new boss with¬ 
in the last few weeks, and 
Tottenham are preparing to 
do likewise. 

That means over a third of 
the 20 top flight clubs will 
go into 2012/13 with a new 
face at the helm, all seven 
managers trying desperate¬ 
ly to impose their character 
and footballing philoso¬ 
phies on their squads. 

At least Saints won’t have 
to worry about that, and it 
could well be that Nigel 
Adkins’ familiarity with 
his squad - and vice versa 
- will be one of Saints’ 
secret weapons when it 
comes to taking on the 
elite. 

Here, sports editor 
SIMON CARTER 
analyses all the 
recent Premier 
League manager¬ 
ial changes, and 
what impact 
they could have. 

MARCH 4: 

Chelsea sack 
Andre Villas- 
Boas. 

At the time, the 
Blues were fifth in the 
Premier League, three 
points adrift of fourth spot, 
but still in both the 
Champions League and FA 
Cup. 

Under caretaker Roberto 
Di Matteo, they went on to 
finish sixth, five points 
adrift of fourth place. 

Given that in the previous 
eight seasons they had fin¬ 
ished, starting with 2003/04, 
in second, first, first, sec¬ 
ond, second, third, first and 
second respectively, that 
was obviously a major 
blow. 

At any other time, there 
was no way that Di Matteo 
would be appointed perma¬ 
nently with a league record 
which read: Played 11, Won 
5, Drew 3, Lost 3. 

But, as we know, the last 
few weeks of the season 
were no ordinary time. 

Not only did Chelsea lift 
the FA Cup for the fourth 
time in six seasons, but 
they confounded the odds 
by not only beating 
Barcelona in the semi-final 
of the Champions League, 
but then being crowned 
European champions for 
the first time by beating 
Bayern Munich in their 
own stadium. 


are now a very distant 
memory thanks to 
Abramovich’s huge wealth. 

Not that those two didn’t 
bring silverware to the 
club, though - Neal won the 
Second Division title in 
1983/84 while Hollins guid¬ 
ed the Blues to the Full 
Members Cup in 1986! 

Times, as we have seen, 
have changed... 

The Chelsea owner has 
completely altered the 
Premier League landscape 
since taking over in 2003, 
and for a while was used to 
getting what he wanted, 
certainly in terms of the 
transfer market. 

Manchester City’s emer¬ 
gence as a major force has 
changed that somewhat. 

Di Matteo, for his part, 


will be charged with restor¬ 
ing the club as a major 
Premier League title chal¬ 
lenger. 

Given that Chelsea fin¬ 
ished an amazing - for them 
- 25 points adrift of the 
Manchester duo last sea¬ 
son, do not under-estimate 
the challenge he faces. 

And, unlike his six prede¬ 
cessors, he won’t be able to 
rely on the talismanic 
Didier Drogba for help. 

But Fernando Torres 
remains at Stamford 
Bridge, and Di Matteo’s 
long-term future in west 
London could rest on 
whether he is the man who 
can revitalise the one-time 
golden boy of European 
football. 

Lest we forget, John 


Of course, not even 
Roman Abramovich could 
have overlooked Di Matteo, 
the man sacked by West 
Bromwich Albion just over 
a year earlier, after that? 

But this is man who 
recruited and parted com¬ 
pany with Jose Mourinho, 
Avram Grant, Luiz Felipe 
Scolari, Guus Hiddink, 
Carlo Ancelotti 
and Villas-Boas 
between June 
2004 and March 
2011. 

So who knows 
what goes 

through the 
Russian 
obligarch’s 
mind? 

However, on this 
occasion, Di Matteo 


was duly confirmed as 
Chelsea’s 10th successive 
foreign manager/coach. 

The last Englishman in 
charge there was Glenn 
Hoddle, whose three-year 
tenure as boss was only 
ended in 1996 when he 
answered his country’s call 
after Euro 96. 

Indeed, the 
days of the 
likes of John 
Neal and John 
Hollins being in 
charge at a run¬ 
down Stamford 
Bridge - as they 
were for seven 
years between

MAY 13: Roy Hodgson 
leaves West Bromwich 
Albion to take over 
England 

Well, who saw THAT one 
coming? 

The man sacked by 
Liverpool just over a year 
earlier - an embarrassing 
end to easily his highest 
profile English club job - 
coveted by his country 
ahead of almost everyone’s 
favourite, Harry Redknapp. 

Look beyond the media 
hype surrounding the ex- 


Saints boss, though, and 
England’s approach made 
sense. 

Hodgson started his man¬ 
agerial career in 1976, so 
has incredible experience. 

He has managed 

Switzerland in a World Cup 
finals, he has taken Italian 
giants Inter to a 
UEFA Cup 
final, only 
losing on 
penalties. 

In 2009/10 

Hodgson also 
oversaw one of the 
most amazing cup 
runs of any 
English team in 
modern times,

when he led Fulham to the 
Europa League final. 

In many ways, this was a 
greater achievement than 
Redknapp plotting Spurs’ 
impressive Champions 
League performances a 
year later. 

OK, Hodgson slipped up 

Liverpool, though his 
league points 
per game 
record would 
turn out to be 
superior to his 
successor. 

But Redknapp’s 
own career CV 
contains his less 
than distin¬ 
guished spell at 
St Mary’s, does it 
not? 

“All you can do 


is leave the club in a better 
shape than when you found 
it,” he said on departing 
White Hart Lane. 

He certainly did that at 
Spurs. But Saints? Or even 
Pompey, given what has 
happened since he left 
Fratton Park for a second 
time in October 2008? 

MAY 14: Aston Villa sack 
Alex McLeish 

Ok, most people saw 
THAT one coming! 

McLeish was close to 
overseeing successive 
Premier League relegations 
in 2011/12. 

Twelve months after tak¬ 
ing Birmingham down, the 
Scot won only seven games 
out of 38 as Villa ended 
16th, just two points above 



the drop zone. 

It was the same number of 
wins that Saints managed 
when they finished bottom 
in 2004/05. 

Given that they had fin¬ 
ished ninth the season 
before, and add McLeish’s 
Birmingham links, and no 
wonder the supporters 
were aggrieved. 

MAY 16: Liverpool sack 
Kenny Dalglish 

He might have won the 
League Cup - albeit, beat¬ 
ing a second tier club on 
penalties - and he might 
have reached the FA Cup 
final. 

But Liverpool’s abysmal 
league form, for a club of 
their stature, resulted in 
the American owners tak¬ 
ing the highly controversial 
decision to dispense with 
the Anfield legend. 

Dalglish was certainly 
given money to spend, and 
spend it he did - £35m on 
Andy Carroll, almost £20m 
on Jordan Henderson, a 
similar figure on Stewart 
Downing, even more on 
Luis Saurez. 

None of those big money 
signings, though, 

impressed as Liverpool fin¬ 
ished eighth, a gargantuan 
37 points adrift of the 
Manchester pair. 

It was only the second 
time since 1963 that the club 
had finished outside the top 
flight’s top seven. 

For those of us who grew 
up at a time when Liverpool 
dominated English football 
and Anfield was the prover¬ 
bial fortress, it seems 
incredible to think the club 
only won six home league 
games last season. 

But they did, and that 
partly explains why the 
owners felt another change 
was necessary. 

JUNE 1: Liverpool 
appoint Brendan Rodgers 

Having sacked a man who 
won four European Cups in 
a glittering career, 
Liverpool replace Kenny 
Dalglish with someone who 
once played for Newport on 
the Isle of Wight. 

Sacked by Reading in 
2009, who would ever have 
thought Brendan Rodgers’ 
star would rise so high so 
quickly that he was sought 
after by one of the world’s 
most famous clubs. 

And make no mistake 
about that; Liverpool might 
be a pale shadow of the club 
that ruled English football 
for most of the 70s and 80s

In Wisden’s 2010 Cricketers’ 
Almanack, former Somerset bowler 
Vic Marks wrote, “while it might be 
possible...to consult the ever- 
increasing number of analysts, who 
detail every contribution of every 
player, the simple explanation for 
England’s improvement in 2009 was 
surely this: at the top they had the 
right men in the right jobs.” 

While partially accurate, in truth, 
England’s journey (assisted with a 
fair smattering of other nationalities) 
on an often tortuous road to success 
had begun a decade earlier when two 
men were charged with resurrecting 
them from the foot of cricket’s world 
rankings following a home defeat by 
an average New Zealand XI. 

The dramatic turnaround in atti¬ 
tude, perspective and demeanour 
which resulted in England eventually 
topping the world rankings in 2011 
was navigated primarily by Duncan 
Fletcher and Andy Flower. 

Former Glamorgan star Steve 
James is particularly well qualified to 
chart the reasons behind England’s 
gradual renaissance. 

After reading Classics at Swansea 
University, he was a postgraduate at 
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Cambridge where he gained a crick¬ 
eting Blue in the side captained by 
Mike Atherton. 

He played county cricket for 
Glamorgan for eighteen years, accu¬ 
mulating almost 16,000 runs and was 
twice capped by England. 

James illustrates how and why 
innovative coaching methods 
worked; why the choice of captains 
was so critical; how the introduction 
of central contracts relieved pressure 
on players and why a comprehensive 
overhaul of training and match 
preparation underpinned a remark¬ 
able turnaround. 

Essentially, however, England 
clawed their way up the world rank¬ 
ings because two men in particular, 
Fletcher and Flower, refused to 
accept second best. 

The pair’s Zimbabwean character 
proved a major contributor to on-field 
success and what sparkling success 
it was.

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but they are still a world¬ 
wide brand name. 

No one can question that 
impact Rodgers made at 
Swansea in 2011/12, and the 
Welsh club were one of the 
success stories of last sea¬ 
son’s Premier League. 

But is he the right man, 
with his limited experience 
at the highest level, for a 
club of Liverpool’s stand¬ 
ing. 

No doubt when Dalglish 
was sacked, fans expected a 
high profile appointment, 
possibly someone with pre¬ 
vious international experi¬ 
ence as well as Champions 
League knowledge. 

But they didn’t get one. 

What Liverpool do have, 
though, is a man hungry to 
go as high as he can, and a 
young, ambitious, deter¬ 
mined man at that. 

Armed with his coaching 
ability, it will be fascinating 
to see how much of an 
impact Rodgers makes at 
Anfield. 

Indeed, of all the Premier 
League comings and 
goings, this will be easily 
the most interesting to 
watch. 

JUNE 2: Paul Lambert 
leaves Norwich to take over 
at Aston Villa 

Warning to Saints fans 
alert! 

If your club makes the 
same impression in 2012/13 
in the Premier League as 
Norwich and Swansea did 
last season, then expect 
Nigel Adkins’ name to crop 
up with regards to jobs at 
‘bigger’ clubs. 

After all, it only took 38 
games for Liverpool to 
covet Brendan Rodgers and 
for Aston Villa to decide 
that Paul Lambert was the 
man to restore glory days at 
Villa Park. 

I have been surprised 
Adkins’ name has not 
cropped up in the national 
media with regards to some 
of the Premier League jobs 
that have recently become 
vacant. 

I didn’t expect him to be 
linked with Liverpool or 
Spurs, but why not 
Norwich, Villa, West Brom 
or Swansea? 

Adkins is young, possess¬ 
es a great CV - four promo¬ 
tions in less than six full 
seasons as a Football 
League manager! 
embraces sports science, he 
likes to promote young¬ 
sters, and he plays the 
game the right way. 

I find it hard to believe his 
name wasn’t mentioned at 


all in Premier League 
boardrooms, for his record 
deserves the utmost 
respect. 

Never mind, Saints fans 
aren’t complaining and I 
don’t expect them to. 

As for Lambert, he obvi¬ 
ously thought he had taken 
the Canaries as far as he 
could. 

In today’s money-mad 
Premier League, he might 
be right. 

Norwich finished fourth 
in the old First Division in 
1988/89, and were actually 
third in the Premier 
League’s first season, 
1992/93. 

But those days are long 
gone, and might never 
return, unless some ultra¬ 
rich Russians or Sheikhs 


decide they would like a 
Norfolk-based toy to play 
with. 

Lambert, after guiding 
Norwich to their highest 
league placing since 
1993/94, jumped at the 
chance to take over a club 
that finished five places 
below his side in 2011/12. 

Aston Villa, though, are a 
‘bigger’ name than 
Norwich. They will pay 
more, and more money 
should be made available 
for new signings. Villa have 
a bigger history and can 
attract bigger crowds. 

They are, therefore, more 
attractive, in the same way 
that Saints were a more 
attractive proposition than 
Bristol Rovers and 
Colchester when they 


signed Rickie Lambert and 
Dean Hammond in 2009 
when all three clubs were 
in the same division. 

The best that can be said 
about Paul Lambert at pre¬ 
sent is that the Villa fans 
will give him more time 
than they did his predeces¬ 
sor. 

JUNE 7: Norwich appoint 
Chris Hughton 

Hughton’s record 

deserves respect. 

In his first full season as a 
manager, 2009/10, the for¬ 
mer Republic of Ireland 
international mastermind¬ 
ed Newcastle’s 

Championship title win. 

In the process, the Toon 
collected over 100 points. 

Hughton was sacked in 


December 2010 with 
Newcastle 12th in the 
Premier League, ex-Saint 
Alan Par dew taking his job. 

Last summer he was 
given his second role man¬ 
aging a newly relegated 
club in the Championship, 
at Birmingham. 

Again, Hughton 

impressed, leading the 
Blues to fourth place and 
the play-offs. 

As a result, it was no sur¬ 
prise that his name was 
linked with most jobs going 
- Wolves and West Brom, 
before Norwich appointed 
the one-time Spurs coach. 

Though he has only had 
half a season of Premier 
League managerial experi¬ 
ence, Hughton was no gam¬ 
ble by the Canaries board. 
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Perhaps Lambert left 
Carrow Road because he 
didn’t think Norwich could 
better last season’s achieve¬ 
ment. 

He might well be right, 
but don’t under-estimate 
Hughton’s ability. 

JUNE 8: West Brom 
appoint Steve Clarke 

An appointment which 
should be applauded. 

At 48 - a year younger 
than Nigel Adkins - Clarke 
is one of the youngest man¬ 
agers in the top flight.

his country’s greatest 
moment, winning the 1992 
Euro Championships, after 
falling out with his coach. 

At club level, Laudrup 
won five successive La Liga 
titles - the first four with 
Barcelona and one with 
Real Madrid. 

Remarkably, he played 
for Barca in a 5-0 league 
win over Real Madrid in 
1993/94, and the following 
season helped Madrid beat 
Barca by the same score! 

As a manager, Laudrup’s 
career has been far more 
low profile. 

His highlight was winning 
the Danish League double 
with Brondby in 2004/05, 
after which he has man¬ 
aged Spanish pair Getafe 
and Mallorca either side of 
a short stint with Spartak 
Moscow. 

While his playing pedi¬ 
gree is undoubted, the 
Swans’ move for Laudrup 
does represent something 
of a gamble. 

But the man who pos¬ 
sessed superb technical 
ability is unlikely to tinker 
too much with the much 
admired style favoured by 
Rodgers.

Anthony Pulis will be com¬ 
ing up against his dad’s Stoke 
City team next month. 

Pulis, left, was signed by 
Saints in the summer of 2008, 
from Stoke, but failed to 
make a single first team 
appearance in three seasons 
at St Mary’s. 

After being released last 
summer, he joined Aldershot 
Town - only to move on again 
in January of this year to 
Florida club Orlando Pirates. 

It’s fair to say that Stoke 
played a part in the transfer, 
as Pirates have official links 
to the Premier League club. 

There is even an Orlando 
Pirates section on Stoke’s 
official website. 

Orlando host Stoke as part 
of the latter’s north American 
pre-season tour. 

The game will also be a 
reunion of sorts for Orlando 
boss Adrian Heath. 

Heath started his career 
with Stoke in the 1970s 
before enjoying success at 
Everton, where his goal gave 
the Toffees an FA Cup semi¬ 
final win over Saints in 1984. 

Former Stoke midfielder 
James O’Connor is also in the 
Orlando squad, as is Wayne 
Rooney’s younger brother, 
ex-Macclesfield striker John.

EVER more so, Premier League 
clubs are looking to previously 
untapped markets to help secure 
their financial future. 

Elite clubs such as Manchester 
United, Arsenal and Chelsea have for 
many years worked hard at boosting 
their appeal in the Far East and north 
America with pre-season tours. 

But now even the top flight’s lesser 
lights are joining in. 

Sunderland vice-chairman David 
Miliband is confident his club’s foray 
into Africa will be a massive help. 

The Black Cats this week 
announced a sponsorship deal with 
Invest in Africa, a business initiative 
launched in association with Tullow 
Oil which it hopes will benefit both 
the African and domestic economies. 

However, Miliband also revealed 
the agreement is the most lucrative in 
the club’s history. 

The former Foreign Secretary and 
South Shields MP said: “When I first 
joined the club, Ellis Short and Niall 
Quinn said, ‘We are always trying to 
take a step up, each step needs to be a 
step up'. 

“This is the most competitive league 
in the world and it is tough to get 
points. 

“But we are confident that this is an 
important step up for Sunderland 
because it helps secure our financial 
future, and that is obviously vital to 
be able to do the business on the pitch 
as well.” 

Owner and current chairman 
Short and former chair¬ 
man Quinn have 

worked hard in recent 
years to promote the 
club to a wider audi¬ 
ence, and 

announced an ini¬ 
tial partnership 
agreement with 
Invest in Africa in 
January. 

Under the new agree¬ 
ment, the Black Cats will 
wear the not-for-profit 

organisation’s logo on their shirts for 
at least the next two seasons, and will 
hope to attract a huge new fan base in 
the process. 

Miliband said: “The biggest thing 
for us is that it is a long-term com¬ 
mercial partner and sponsor. 

“There is obviously the shirts 
aspect to it, but it's deeper than that, 
it's about a whole range of contracts 
which include money coming into the 
club, as we have to be financially sus¬ 
tainable and the sponsorship is a vital 
part of that. 

“But I never forget, we are a £75mil- 
lion or so turnover club, and 
Manchester United are, what - 
£450million, £475million? 

“We are trying to compete in the 
same league. We can beat Manchester 
City and they have got a pretty big 
turnover. 


“We want to make sure that we have 
got a long-term financial stability that 
allows us to make the right decisions 
on players and on the pitch, as well as 
in the backroom.” 

Saints and their rival Premier 


League clubs will share a staggering 
£3billion under the latest television 
rights deal, but Sunderland are keen 
to attract new income while attempt¬ 
ing to keep football affordable for 
their fans. 


Miliband said: “Obviously, TV 
money is the biggest source of funds. 

“We know it’s really tough for our 
fans at the moment - that’s why we 
have frozen season ticket prices, 
that’s why the deal for the under-16s 
is that you can come and get a season 
ticket for less than £100. 

“We are determined to make sure 
that we maximise income from 
sources other than our fans. 

“What we want them to do is come 
to the match and cheer us on, and I 
think this deal is an important com¬ 
plement to that.” 

The tentacles of England’s biggest 
and most wealthy clubs continue to 
spread across the world. 

Manchester United recently con¬ 
firmed a friendly against Chinese

As for Arsenal, they are prepar¬ 
ing for a pre-season tour of 
Africa to capitalise on 
the support the club 
has throughout the 
continent. 

The Gunners 
have regularly 

travelled to the 
Far East in 
recent tours, 
but have 

never visited 
Africa before. 

Arsenal 
have had to forfeit 
some of their pre-sea- 


son training plans at 
their London base in 
order to fulfil their com- 
merical responsibilities. 

“We have had to com¬ 
promise on the sporting 
side, because we had a 
rational, methodical 
approach to our pre¬ 
season,” said boss 
Arsene Wenger. 

“We have sacri¬ 
ficed some of that 
to go on tour. 

“But we are in a 
race with the 
other clubs as well. 
I realised when I was at 
the World Cup in 
South Africa how 


popular a club like Arsenal is in 
Africa, especially in Nigeria. It is 
unbelievable. 

“I was even frightened at some stage 
by how popular Arsenal is. In Kenya 
as well, it is absolutely unbelievable.” 

Wenger is concerned, though, at the 
amount of time his England stars 
such as ex-Saints pair Theo Walcott, 
pictured bottom of page, and Alex 
Oxlade-Chamberlain will have to 
recover from their Euro 2012 commit¬ 
ments. 

“The advantage, of course, is to get 
in touch with your fan base in Asia - 
when you travel out there you realise 
how big the Premier League is and 
how big your club is over there. 

“We are looking forward to doing it 
again, but unfortunately in the 
European Championship years or the 
World Cup years, on the purely sports 
side you suffer a bit more because 
your players have just come back and 
have to travel again, so the prepara¬ 
tion time will be short for them. 

“But on purely fan-base it is very 
exciting.” 

Liverpool, meanwhile, are in north 
America next month. 

They take on Major Soccer League 
club Toronto before playing Italian 
side AS Roma at the home of the 
club’s owners FSG at Fenway Park in 
Boston. 

Liverpool then face Tottenham in 
Baltimore, Maryland. 

European champions Chelsea are 
also preparing to travel to north 
America for their main pre-season 
tour. 

Ahead of their trip, Chelsea 
announced a sponsorship deal with 
Delta Air Lines. 

Chelsea chief executive Ron 
Gourlay said: “Delta’s 
passion for innova¬ 
tion and first- 
class service 
around the 
world make 
them a perfect 
match for us 
and we look 
forward to 
working togeth¬ 
er as we continue 
to develop the 
Chelsea name across the 

globe. 

“It further demonstrates our com¬ 
mitment to growing our activities in 
America, highlighted by our 2012 
summer tour that will take in Seattle, 
New York, Philadelphia and Miami.” 

I never thought I’d see the day when 
a leading football official waxed so 
lyrically about an airline, but there 
you go. 

Times have changed. Our top clubs 
are now brand names, global names. 

They do huge deals with companies 
like Chevrolet and Delta Air Lines. 

They embark on pre-season trips to 
faraway lands, just to see if they can 
spread the ‘brand name’ a little fur¬ 
ther, even if it impacts on the manag¬ 
er’s training programme.

That, though, was a decision he would live to 
regret with the striker admitting his subsequent 
move to Newport had been a “low point” of his 
career. 

Having signed a two-year deal with then Exiles 
boss Anthony Hudson last summer, he was 
shipped out on loan to Luton by Justin 
Edinburgh having scored just three goals in 
30 appearances for the Welshmen. 

Luton gave him a new lease of life and he 
went on as a second-half substitute at 
Wembley in May, only to leave the field with 
a nasty gash to the head. 

McAllister reflected: “In hindsight I proba¬ 
bly should have stayed with Crawley, but 
the Newport offer was for two years, giving 
me a bit of financial security. 

“Everyone was great to me at Newport, but 
it just didn’t work out and was definitely a low 
point in my career. 

“What was crazy was, 12 months before, I was 
playing at Old Trafford in front of seventy-odd 
1 thousand, but that’s football. 

“I am really looking forward to the 
new season with Eastleigh and 
meeting up with the lads. I know 
Floody (Chris Flood) from our days 
at Crawley and know Smithy 
(Danny Smith) and Andy Forbes 
I from local football growing up in 
[ Southampton. 

“Whilst not for a second do I 
think this is the end of my career, 

I always said I wanted to come 
back to Eastleigh one day. 

“I still own a house in the area and my parents 
are just up the road in Midanbury. 

“Eastleigh tried to sign me last year before I went 
to Luton and the manager made a good impression 
and was really keen to get me, which is nice. 

“Listening to him and the owner it is clear they 
want to push the club on with continued invest¬ 
ment, so it’s an exciting place to be around.”

“I’d like him to excel for us first 
and then join a bigger club as a 
ready-made player. 

“Poole will be going for the league 
and he won’t get in their side - he 
plays in the same position as Carl 
Preston for heaven’s sake! 

“It’s pointless them taking him 
halfway round the country just to 
get a few minutes here and there. 

“Harry has got potential and 
people will keep an eye on him. 

But, with the best will in the 
world, he’s not ready yet. I 
don’t want him used as a 
cheap sub away to Taunton 
on a Tuesday night. 

“It would take an excep¬ 
tional 17-year-old to go 
straight in at that 
level, not necessar¬ 


ily ability-wise but physically.” 

As if to prove his point, Kemp has 
welcomed back young central mid¬ 
fielder Marcus Cullen from Poole’s 
divisional rivals Wimborne. 

“Marcus was a youth player for 
us last year, he went to 
Wimborne, got promised 
the earth and only made a 
handful of appearances off 
the bench,” he said. 

“It’s not a knock at other 
clubs. I’d willingly wave 
these youngsters off with a 
packed lunch if I knew 
they’d get games. 


“But I don’t want young players 
leaving us too early if they’re not 
going to play. 

“Our youth team is well run and 
we’ve got a lot of good products 
coming through.

AFTER three successful years 
in charge of QK Southampton, 
Patrick McManus has been 
appointed reserve team boss of 
Southern League new boys 
Winchester City. 

McManus goes back a long way 
with Winchester owner Paul 
McCarthy, having trained in the 
same Forest Edge gym as the former 
Southern Area super-middleweight 
boxing champion.

Cats are sur¬ 
prisingly adept at breeding. On 
reaching sexual maturity, often 
as early as 5 months old, they will 
make every effort to seek out a 
mate. Even if kept indoors they 
can be expert at escaping and 
will happily mate with siblings. 
In addition, the mating process 
is highly efficient - a 
female cat will only 
ovulate once she is 
mated so timing is 
always spot on and 
pregnancy will usu¬ 
ally result. 

So owners of fe¬ 
male kittens and cats 
are frequently taken by surprise. 
However, for every pregnant cat 
there will be a litter of kittens, and 
it is down to the owner to ensure 
that each goes to a responsible 
home. While rescue centres are 
unfortunately full of kittens and 
cats in desperate need of loving 
homes, an unneutered female 
cat could go on to have 2 or 
even 3 litters per year. 

Of course, some owners make 
an informed decision to breed 
their cats, particularly if they are 
pedigree, and so choose not to 
neuter. However, this decision 
should be taken responsibly, 
committing to all the veterinary 
care that may be required and 
ensuring that loving homes can 
be found for all the kittens. The 
important thing to remember , 
contrary to the old myth , is that 


cats do not need to have a litter 
before they are neutered. 

However, many owners don’t 
realise that neutering will also sig¬ 
nificantly benefit a cat’s health. 
Neutered cats wander and stray 
less, and so are less likely to be 
injured on the road. Wounds and 
abscesses caused by fighting 
with other cats are a very com¬ 
mon problem in entire cats but 
are much less likely in neutered 
cats. 

Importantly, neutered cats are 
at a much lower risk of contract¬ 
ing infectious diseases such as 
Feline Immunodeficiency Virus 
(for which there is no vaccine 
available) and Feline Leukae¬ 
mia Virus. Both viruses are spread 
through close contact and fight¬ 
ing and are extremely prevalent 
in unneutered cats. 

For female cats, 
spaying removes 
the risk of infections 
or tumours of the 
uterus. If testicles 
are retained in the 
abdomen in male 
cats they are at a 
high risk of developing tumours 
so castration is always advised in 
this case. 

These health benefits are cer¬ 
tainly not to be sniffed at as they 
mean that on average , a neu¬ 
tered cat will live twice as long as 
an unneutered catk¬ 
in addition to the health issues, 
living with an unneutered cat is 
simply not fun. Female cats come 
into season regularly, calling and 
attracting any unneutered males 
in the nearby environment. Entire 
male cats will stray regularly and 
display highly territorial behav¬ 
iour, such as spraying urine within 
the home. Neutering tends to re¬ 
sult in a calmer, more affection¬ 
ate cat that is much easier to live 
with. 

Cats are usually neutered any 
time from 5 or 6 months of age. 


The important 
thing to remember, 
contrary to the old 
myth, is that cats 
do not need to 
have a litter before 
they are neutered . 


The procedure is known as a spay 
in female cats and castration in 
male cats and is carried out surgi¬ 
cally under general anaesthetic 
by a vet. In female cats, the uter¬ 
us and both ovaries are removed 
through an incision in the abdo¬ 
men, while in males, both testicles 
are removed, usually through small 
incisions in the scrotum. Neutering 
is a relatively short procedure and 
cats usually recover very well with¬ 
in a few hours. In most cases cats 
go home at the end of the day, 
although sometimes an overnight 
stay is necessary. 

Due to the recognised benefits, 
neutering is widely recommend¬ 
ed for any cats not intended for 
breeding. However, it is does re¬ 
sult in some physiological changes 
which must be considered and ad¬ 
dressed. Within 48 hours of neuter¬ 
ing, a cat will increase food intake 
by around 30%, as it is less able to 
regulate its hunger. At the same 
time, its daily energy requirements 
actually reduce, so obesity is a real 
risk if the cat’s diet is not adapted 
straight away. 

Opting for a diet specifically for¬ 
mulated for neutered cats helps to 
control bodyweight after the pro¬ 
cedure. In addition, daily rations 
should be strictly observed, rather 
than simply topping up the bowl 
each time it is empty. Bodyweight 
and condition 
should be 
regularly 
assessed, 
with rations 
adjusted in 
response, 
and exercise 
should be 
encouraged 
through play 
activity.

Sir Sieve’s superb 


HE is Great Britain’s 
greatest Olympian. 

Sir Steve Redgrave com¬ 
peted in five Games, from 
1984 through to 2000, and 
won a gold in rowing in all 
of them. 

He also won nine World 
Championship rowing 
golds, and three more in the 
Commonwealth Games. 

Redgrave remains one of 
only four athletes in history 
to have won medals at five 
different Olympics. 

Though since long retired 
from his sport, Redgrave 
still has close links with the 
Games, and was part of the 
successful GB party that 
won the bid to bring the 
sporting extravaganza to 
these shores 

As the countdown to the 
London 2012 Games gathers 
pace, Redgrave recalled his 
Olympic glory days and the 
role he has played in the 
current event. 

You’ve competed in a 
number of Olympic 
Games. What were your 
memories of the first time 
you travelled to Los 
Angeles? 

SSR: I hadn’t done a great 
deal of travelling before¬ 
hand, just a few internation¬ 
al regattas within Europe 
with the World 

Championships tending to 
be in Europe most years. 

So, the first time I actually 
went to America was for the 
Olympics. 

We became favourites to 
win about six, seven weeks 
beforehand, and so being 
selected to go to your first 
Olympics, favourites to win, 
and then going to Los 
Angeles and Hollywood and 
the razzmatazz of the whole 
Games, was very special 
indeed. 

What were your memo¬ 
ries of the athletes vil¬ 
lages? 

SSR: Each village has a 
slightly different design 
with different cultures from 
the different countries that 
they’re hosting. 

But basically the villages 
are cramming in something 
like 10,000 athletes and look¬ 
ing after them for the two or 
three weeks. 

Some athletes will stay for 
the whole four weeks that 
the village is open. 

The eating halls are just 
absolutely massive, there’s 
food 24 hours a day and 
that’s one of the things that 
takes you by surprise in 
some ways, because normal¬ 
ly, when you go to interna¬ 
tional regattas or World 
Championships, you stay in 
a hotel.

You may be in a hotel just 
as your team, or there may 
be one or two other teams in 
the same hotel as well, and 
there tends to be set eating 
times and that whole 
process. 

But at the Games, if you 
want to go and eat because 
of boredom or anything like 
that, you can do. 

Actually that can be one of 
the downsides, because you 
are waiting around, your 
training has tapered down, 
you’ve got time on your 
hands. 

A lot of boredom is that 
you tend to sit in the cater¬ 
ing halls for a bit longer 
than you should do, and end 
up eating more than you 


should. 

So, you’ve got to be pretty 
disciplined of what you’re 
going to eat from that point 
of view. 

But rowing is pretty lucky 
in that it’s in the first week 
of the Games, so you can be 
really single-minded and 
sort of hide yourself away in 
your own little bubble. 

Then, once the rowing is 
all finished, we’ve got the 
joy of going around and 
watching the other sports 
compete, as well as letting 
our hair down and having a 
little bit of fun. 

There’s an unwritten code 
of conduct within the Games 
that that doesn’t actually 
happen in the village itself. 


The swimmers tend to fin¬ 
ish before most other sports 
because their individual dis¬ 
cipline is over in one day, or 
they have heats on one day 
and the final the next day 
and then they find all the 
good places to go and party. 

And so, when the rowing 
finishes we go and find the 
swimmers because they’ve 
always found the good par¬ 
ties by then. 

Which is the favourite 
Olympic Games that 
you’ve taken part in? 

SSR: It’s really difficult. 

I won a gold at every 
Games I went to, so there 
isn’t one that I sort of think 
‘oh that’s not so good 


because I didn’t do very 
well’. 

But, in some ways, they 
have their own character, 
and it’s not just about that 
day, it’s about the whole 
process and a build-up to 
that over the four years. 

I’m a father of three and if 
you said ‘which is your 
favourite child’, it’s really 
difficult to answer. 

Politically you’re sup¬ 
posed to say they’re all the 
same and all have an even 
footing, but they all behave 
differently at different 
times. 

And it’s their own person¬ 
ality that comes out of that, 
and in some ways that’s 
what the Olympics is about. 
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Each one has its own per¬ 
sonality. 

It’s not just about that day 
of the final, and winning the 
race, and being on the ros¬ 
trum, it’s the four years 
build-up, the highs and lows 
that gives its own identity in 
some ways. 

You were involved with 
London’s bid for the 
Olympic Games. What 
are your memories of the 
campaign? 

SSR: When I came back 
from Sydney I was taken out 
for afternoon coffee with the 
Chief Executive and the 
Chairman of the British 
Olympic Association, and 
they asked me if I would 


want to get involved with 
the bid for London 2012. 

This is in November of 
2000, and, of course, the 
Olympics has been my life 
since I was a 14 year old. 

Having the opportunity to 
try to bring the Games to 
this country, I was certainly 
going to get involved and be 
part of that, but 2012 just 
seemed such a long way 
away. 

Now we’re talking about 
being weeks away from the 
Games itself. 

It’s very exciting from that 
point of view. 

We tried to do something a 
little bit different. 

The biggest moan about 
the Olympics is about the 


material legacy. 

For the Games you could 
build stadiums, much big¬ 
ger, but what do you do with 
them afterwards? 

There are a lot of stadiums 
around the world from 
Olympic cities that never 
really been used as they 
should be. 

So, London 2012 is all 
about a usable legacy, that’s 
one of the things that the 
IOC sort of picked up on and 
we made a big step forward 
in that respect. 

Basically, if it didn’t have a 
25-year programme after¬ 
wards, we weren’t going to 
build it. So, a lot of our sta¬ 
diums are temporary, and 
that’s actually more expen¬ 


sive to build in the first 
place. 

But you don’t have to 
maintain buildings that are 
not going to be used after¬ 
wards. So, it was all about 
usable legacy, and that’s one 
of the memories I take for¬ 
ward. 

Your biggest rivals were 
France, the Paris 2012 
bid. Were you surprised 
that London won, or were 
you always confident that 
the compelling nature of 
the legacy was going to 
see you over the finishing 
line first? 

SSR: There were nine 
cities that were bidding, five 
were shortlisted. Actually, 


in the IOC’s minds, with 
those five cities, the 
Olympics were in very safe 
hands of New York, Madrid, 
Moscow, Paris and London. 

Whichever one the Games 
went to; they weren’t that 
worried about it. 

I felt Paris had the better 
bid four years earlier, and 
probably should have got 
the Games instead of 
Beijing. 

Paris’s main village was 
further away from the stadi¬ 
um and the IOC like that to 
be quite close, and quite inti¬ 
mate in some ways; they’d 
lost the land that they had 
four years earlier and had to 
move away. 

So, technically, I felt we 
had the better bid, but it 
doesn’t always go with the 
better technical side. 

Yes, the final round was 
between us and Paris, but 
we came very close to going 
to Madrid in a few weeks 
time instead of London or 
Paris. 

Due to the complexities of 
the voting, it was down to 
only one IOC member in 
that third round made the 
difference of us celebrating 
a London or Paris Games to 
a Madrid Games. 

What’s your role in 
London 2012? 

SSR: I’m not really that 
close with LOCOG and the 
infrastructure of the Games 
itself. I’ve been helping this 
government and the previ¬ 
ous government with their 
human legacy side of the 
Games. 

It’s not just about bringing 
the Games to this country 
and having the 26 different 
sports, the top athletes in all 
those different disciplines 
coming to our shores. 

It’s really about what you 
can embrace for young peo¬ 
ple and moving the next gen¬ 
eration on. 

That’s not just about the 
next generation of athletes, 
it’s about inspiring in all 
sorts of different ways. 

And so I’ve been sort of 
helping a little bit with the 
government process of 
human legacy, and I sup¬ 
pose the strongest element 
that we’ve brought in is 
what we call sports makers. 

That’s looking for 40,000 
young people that will help 
other people do sports, that 
may be in the office, maybe 
with schools, just maybe a 
group of mates at the pub. 

If somebody is taking it 
upon themselves to organise 
some fun sporting events, a 
coach can touch ten, 20, 100 
peoples’ lives, maybe over a 
coaching career, thousands

of peoples of lives, and then 
you’re really talking of a 
huge human legacy pro¬ 
gramme left over from 2012. 

It’s probably the biggest 
programme that we have 
been involved with. 

East London has under¬ 
gone a huge transforma¬ 
tion since London won. 
Have you visited the site 
in recent weeks? 

SSR: Until recently, the 
last time I visited the 
Olympic Park was 
November when I saw the 
aquatic centre, which was 
absolutely stunning. 

I’ve gone from being on 
the Board of 2012 Limited 
for the bid process, and peo¬ 
ple jotting down sketches of 
what a stadium may look 
like, to visiting the aquatic 
centre. 

It has two big wings on the 
side to add greater seating 
area, which will be taken 
down after the Games and 
made more into an intimate 
arena. 

Because, again, you don’t 
want an 18,000 swimming 
arena for people training and 
it’s not very personal from 
that point of view and not 
very motivating. 

To see that for the first time 
was really very impressive. I 
was very proud of being 
British, and having a little 
bit of involvement in it, with¬ 
in that bid process. 

I was in the stadium recent¬ 
ly and it’s the first time I’ve 
seen it for two and a half 
years. 

I was there the week before 
the lights got hoisted up and 
connected. 

Now the track is down, 
with green grass in the 
middle and the seating 
area completed and it is 
very, very impressive 
indeed. 

The sporting legacy 
that’s obviously going 
to be left over from that 
point of view is immense. 

But the infrastructure of 
change as well is the new 
shopping centre as well. 

It has really changed the 
whole site from where it was 
before, it’s a huge boost for 
the economy of that area. 

What are you looking 
forward to most during 
London 2012? 

SSR: All of it. 

The Olympic torch is when 
the country really galvanises 
and gets behind the Games. 
It is literally a countdown 
day by day as the torch goes 
around the country. 

I’ll be helping the BBC 
with their commentary for 
the eight days of the rowing.

'There’s a

see win gold, and we’ve got a 
very, very strong team. 

There are 14 events, we’ve 
qualified for 13 and ten of 
them won medals at the last 
World Championships. 

It could be our most suc¬ 
cessful Olympic rowing team 
ever. 

That goes back to 1908, 
when our previous strongest 
team won eight medals, so 
hopefully we can beat that 
with a high percentage of 
being gold. 

I’m an ambassador for 
Team GB as well, so I have 


my media pass and my team 
GB pass, so I can get to see 
lots of events. 

One of my jobs as an 
Ambassador is looking after 
some of the VIP guests, 
which means I’ve got to take 
them round watching sport. 
That’s going to be really diffi¬ 
cult for me, a lot of fun! 

Probably the best venue is 
track cycling. It’s an amaz¬ 
ing atmosphere, they organ¬ 
ise the sport really well, put 
on a really good programme. 
It’s one of our strongest 
sports as well. 

Do you think the Team 
GB rowing squads need to 
step up a level or do you 
think they’re already at a 


high enough level to be 
competing for gold? 

SSR: The last Games we 
won two golds, two silvers, 
two bronze. The Games 
before that we won one gold, 
two silvers. The Games that 
I was involved with before 
that was two golds, one sil¬ 
ver. The Games before that 
was one gold, one bronze. 

1984 was the first time that 
we won a gold since 1948. 

As I said, this team will 
produce more medals than 
probably any other rowing 
team in its British history. 

Are there any sports 
stars, other than perhaps 
the obvious Usain Bolt 
and suchlike, that you’re 


really looking forward to 
seeing? 

SSR: One of the joys about 
the Olympic Games is that, 
because there are 26 differ¬ 
ent sports, you don’t really 
know who’s going to be the 
one that’s going to capture 
the imagination of the public 
around the world. 

When you’re involved in 
the football World Cup or 
rugby World Cup or major 
sporting events, we know all 
our squad almost to a person, 
so there aren’t really any 
surprises. 

But at the Olympic Games, 
because there are so many 
athletes involved, so many 
countries, so many opportu¬ 
nities to shine, there will be 
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outstanding athletes that 
will be the face of the Games, 
but we don’t know who they 
will beforehand. 

It may be Usain Bolt again, 
as he was four years ago, or 
Michael Phelps, beating the 
record of my hero Mark 
Spitz, when Mark won seven 
gold medals, and Michael 
won eight last time. 

There’s so many things like 
that happening on a day-to- 
day basis, it’s one of the joys 
of the Olympics. 

At the Olympics, there is 
something going on from 
first thing in the morning 
until very late at night every 
day and some world class 
performances, with world 
class athletes, for 17 days. 


That’s what makes the 
Olympics so special. 

What captured your 
imagination about Mark 
and how did he become 
your hero? 

SSR: In Munich, I was ten, 
and it was really my first 
experience of the Olympic 
Games even though I wasn’t 
there, I was watching it on 
TV, and reading about it in 
the papers. 

Mark, by doing so many 
different events, day after 
day, was adding to his story. 

Somebody can have out¬ 
standing performance in one 
event and then never be seen 
again. 

Mark was getting those 


outstanding performances, 
winning a gold medal, and 
then coming back the next 
day and winning another 
one, so it made the story big¬ 
ger and bigger as the event 
went on. 

People don’t realise he 
broke the World record in 
every event that he won. 

You’re one of the newest 
World Sports Academy 
members with Laureus. 
How have you found being 
involved with such a huge 
organisation? 

SSR: It’s very special to be 
involved, obviously I know a 
lot of the characters because 
the Board is made up of the 
world’s best athletes from 


their different 
sports, from J 
years gone 
by. 

To be asked 
to be involved is pretty spe¬ 
cial. 

The drive, the vision, that 
Edwin (Moses) sets up as 
Chairman, really makes the 
difference. 

We’re trying to improve 
people’s lives around the 
world who are in difficult sit¬ 
uations. 

Changing people’s lives 
through sport is something 
we’re all very passionate 
about. 

We all have slightly differ¬ 
ent views, because of where 
we’ve come from in the 


world, but we’re united in 
trying to help people through 
sport not just to achieve 
their dreams, but to give 
them dreams and give them 
hope and desire. 

How do you think that 
sport can have an impact 
on the lives of young peo¬ 
ple? 

SSR: Sport is very visual. 
If somebody does something 
on a sporting field, it’s well 
documented and recorded 
and it’s something that 
young people can aspire to. 

It’s much easier than a 
politician standing up and 
saying ‘oh, I’m going to go 
and try and do this’. 

A few years ago I went out 
to Zambia which is rated as 
the second poorest country 
in the world, and the poverty 
was absolutely unbelievable 
to see firsthand. 

I knew what I was going to 
experience but it was the 
scale that really shocked me. 

We took some football gear, 
some balls, and shirts and 
they’re passionate about 
their football out there, and 
the enthusiasm they had was 
just amazing. 

But their football was plas¬ 
tic bags taped together. 

They had rocks as their 
goal posts, little bit more like 
I had when I was a kid 
putting jumpers down. 

But the way they were 
playing, formation wise, was 
very structured, and then we 
sort of kicked one of these 
balls onto their pitch and 
they just went absolutely 
crazy. 

To see the joy on their faces 
shows what sport can do. 
We’ve still got to have the 
politicians’ support 
because that makes a 
big different to peo¬ 
ple’s lives. 

What’s left for you 
r in terms of ambitions? 
SSR: Who knows real¬ 
ty? 

I was looking for- 
r ward to retirement 
[ when I finished in 2000 
^ after Sydney, and hav- 
' ing a little bit more 

time on my hands, maybe 
playing a little bit more golf, 
but I’m playing less golf now 
than when I was an athlete. 

Once the Games are out the 
way, perhaps my life may 
settle down a little bit more. 

I’m more determined to be 
involved in Laureus. Up 
until now it’s been pretty dif¬ 
ficult because of 2012. 

I’m not quite sure of what 
my long term challenges and 
goals will be. 

I’m still helping other peo¬ 
ple achieve their dreams.

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Morgan: 
My big 
t20 worry 

EOIN Morgan has warned world 
champions England risk being 
left behind in Twenty20 cricket 
unless there is a radical over¬ 
haul of the domestic Friends 
Life competition. 

Although England introduced 
Twenty20 cricket to the world, 
Morgan believes the county 
tournament has now fallen a 
long way behind the Indian 
Premier League and Australia’s 
Big Bash. 

England’s highly regarded lim¬ 
ited overs batsman has reignit¬ 
ed the debate over city-based 
franchises by calling for a 
new streamlined elite com¬ 
petition. 

The original franchise pro¬ 
posal, first tabled in 2008, 
featured nine teams based 
in nine cities, featuring mar¬ 
quee English players and the 
best from around the world. 

It was an idea which certain¬ 
ly appealed to Hampshire 
chairman Rod Bransgrove. 

“A new audience is not 
being being brought in by 
Test, county or 40-over 
cricket,”he said. 

“An English Premier 
League (EPL) tournament 
could be played when kids are 
on holiday, and when big over¬ 
seas players come over. It 
could be played over three or 
four weeks.” 

The counties, though, reject¬ 
ed that idea. 

Fast forward a few years, 
however, and the English t20 
currently taking place is lacking 
in terms of stellar names. 

Hampshire’s Shahid Afridi is 
one of the most high profile 
names that have been brought 
in, but box office stars such as 
Chris Gayle, Keiron Pollard and 
Shane Watson - all off whom 
are I PL regulars - are otherwise 
engaged. 

As a result, Morgan insists 
the time has come for English 
cricket to be bold and think 
outside the box again. 

“I certainly think (the 
Friends Life) is so far behind

SIMON Katich shone in his 
first TWenty20 appearance for 
Hampshire since the format’s 
inaugural season in 2003. 

Hampshire’s most experienced 
overseas player showed why 
it must have been a diffi¬ 
cult decision to leave 
him out of the Royals’ 

. first few South Group 
games by filling in for 
Michael Carberry so 
impressively against 
Middlesex at Richmond on 
Wednesday evening. 

Nine years ago, the Twenty20 
Cup was little more than a hit- 
and-giggle concept. 

No-one predicted it would 
become the dominating format of 
the game. 

Now in its tenth season, it is 
hard to imagine a cricket season 
without it. 

Katich has not stood still either, 
developing into a very fine player 
in the shortest format over the 
last decade, leading New South 
Wales to the T20 Champions 
League three years ago. 

He will also be at this year’s 
Champions League, no matter 
how well Hampshire do, after 
helping the Perth Scorchers 
reach the KFC Big Bash final in 
January. 

But he was still surplus to 
requirements when Giles White 
picked his side for Hampshire’s 
first few t20 games. 

No matter. Ever the profession¬ 
al, he stepped in with impressive 
ease when called upon due to 
Carberry’s knee injury, sustained 
during net practice on the eve of 
the game. 

In the continued absence of 
Shahid Afridi, Katich was able to 
fill the second overseas role 
alongside Glenn Maxwell. 

He responded with a composed 
40 from only 26 balls, a significant 
factor in Hampshire chasing 
down their 157-run target to win 
by four wickets, with four balls to 
spare. 

“ff I get another game that’ll be

great but if not I’ll keep training 
hard,” he said before last night’s 
trip to Chelmsford to play Essex. 

“I’m enjoying playing with the 
boys whether it’s in four-day, 
CB40 or this.” 

Katich’s experience could be 
vital in helping Hampshire quali¬ 
fy from the South Group. The 
Royals won their two previous t20 
games at Richmond, chasing 
down 175 in 2005 and defending 
133-8 in 2008. 

But the chase was in the balance 
after Middlesex made 156-2. 

“You never know what a decent 
total is on a club ground and we 
had to scrap hard with bat, ball 
and in the field,” Katich said. 

“If we’re being really harsh we 
could have restricted them to 140- 
odd. There were things we didn’t 
quite get right, like conceding 
wides, but that’s Twenty20 crick¬ 
et - people were under pressure. 

“It was a pretty good effort to 
chase those runs down. As we’ve 
seen, you have to get in front of 
the rate during the first six [pow- 
erplay overs] because spin on 
wickets that hold a bit can slow 
the run rate down in the middle 
overs, like we did to them. 

“We pegged them back with our 
spinners doing a good job. But 
thankfully we carried the 
momentum through those overs 
and had a good partnership.” 

Katich helped Sean Ervine put 
on 69 from 49 balls after they 
came together in the sixth and 
final powerplay over. 

“Once Sean got going I was 
happy to play second fiddle and 
keep the scoring going as quickly 
as possible," Katich said. 

With Hampshire batting further 
down than they did at the start of 
the tournament, they were well 
on course when Katich drove to 
long off. “Unfortunately I got a bit 
carried away and wasn’t there to 
finish the job off!” he smiled.

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IF Glenn Maxwell produces 
more performances like his 
Canterbury heroics, he will soon 
be playing for Australia. 

That is the view of Simon Katich 
following Maxwell’s performances 
with bat and ball over the last week. 

Maxwell’s astonishing innings at 
Kent last Sunday, an unbeaten 66 
from only 32 balls, has been the cat¬ 
alyst for Hampshire's recent revival. 

His half-century came from only 22 
deliveries, the fastest by a 
Hampshire player in the shortest 
format since Nic Pothas's 25-baller 
against Essex at Chelmsford two 
years ago. 

Although he was out for a single 
against Middlesex at Richmond on 
Wednesday, Maxwell's performance 
with the ball - a spell of 4-1-18-0 - was 
instrumental in keeping the hosts in 
check at Old Deer Park. 

Former Australia star Katich - 
who played 45 ODIs and three 
Twenty20 internationals as well as 
56 Tests - believes Maxwell could 
soon be challenging for a place in his 
country's limited-overs sides. 

Who knows, injuries to Australia’s 
ODI squad could see Maxwell win a 
call-up. 

Katich was not at Canterbury but 
is sure Maxwell's innings would not 
have gone unnoticed by his fellow 
countrymen. 

“Unfortunately I wasn't there to 
see it - apparently it was quite a 
drama field! - but hopefully we'll see 
more of that,” said the 36-year-old. 

“It just showed what a great player 
he can be at this level. He's so 
destructive! 

“He's great in the field and he's also 
great with the ball. The job he did at 
Richmond was outstanding.” 

Maxwell told the Daily Echo this 
week that he came over to England 
with the intention of improving his 
off-spin in club cricket with South 
Wilts CC. 

His batting has already impressed 
back in Australia, where his 19-ball 
fifty for Victoria against Tasmania 
last year is the fastest in the history 
of domestic cricket Down Under. 

“He’s played a bit for the Vies in 
the last year or so and there's no 
doubt he’s got potential,” said 
Katich.

“Unfortunately he got injured dur¬ 
ing last year's Big Bash so he didn’t 
get to show what he was capable of. 

“But the style of player he is there’s 
no doubt he is not far away [from an 
Australia call-up] in one-day and t20 
cricket. 

“If he starts the Australian season 
well he might be playing before the 
end of our summer. There are so 
many players knocking on the 
door but if he keeps on putting 
in performances like he did at 
Kent he won't be far away. 

“And he’ll be better for the 
experience over here.” 
Maxwell’s innings at 
Canterbury was reminiscent 
of a young Kevin Pietersen. 
“There’s no doubt he’s got 
| some power,” said Katich. 

, “He’s not quite as big as 
l Pietersen but he hits the 
ball a long way. 

“He’s a genuine all 
rounder. He’s a bowler as 
well so he’s a dual player 
for us. It's exciting to see.” 

Sean Ervine was in the 
middle with Maxwell at 
Canterbury, content to 
watch from the non-strik¬ 
er's end. 

“It was incredible hit¬ 
ting right from ball one,” 
enthused Ervine. “He had 
three sighters and sud¬ 
denly I was on two and he 
had 50! 

“He’s very bold, full of 
confidence all the time and 
similar to KP in a way. 

“He gives it 100 per cent, 
he's a game changer, a 
match winner. 

“We all knew he had it in 
him but the fact everything 
came off was fascinating.” 
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GLENN Maxwell rewrote the 
Hampshire record books in only his 
third innings for the county, writes 
JACK CLARKE. 

The Australian blasted the quick¬ 
est ever half-century for the Royals 
in t20 history to help his new side 
beat Kent at Canterbury. 

Maxwell reached his 50 off just 
22 balls, with three fours and five 
sixes. 

The previous fastest was Nic 
Pothas’ 25-ball half century against 
Essex at Chelmsford two years 
ago. 

There have been three quicker 
50s scored against Hampshire, 
however. 

Steven Davies (Surrey) and Tim 
Southee (Essex) blitzed 18 and 19- 
ball half-centuries respectively in 
2010 and 2011. 

But the holder of the fastest half- 
century in English t20 history is 
Somerset’s Marcus Trescothick, 
who hammered a 13-ball 50 
against Hampshire in 2010. 

Trescothick struck five sixes and 
five fours, reaching his half-century 
in boundaries alone on the bats¬ 
man’s paradise which is Taunton’s 
County Ground. 

Last weekend’s stunning perfor¬ 
mance was not even Maxwell’s 
fastest t20 half-century, though. 

Back in February 2011 he 
announced himself to the 
Australian public with a 19-ball 50 
playing for Victoria against 
Tasmania. 

That set a new record as the 
fastest half-century in Australian 
state domestic cricket. 

The fastest half-century in t20 
history took just 12 balls to com¬ 
pile. 

That was struck by Yuvram Singh 
playing for India against England in 
September 2007. 

Singh went from 14 to 50 in the 
space of six balls when he struck 
six successive sixes off Stuart 
Broad.

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now that it has got to a stage 
where something needs to hap¬ 
pen,” Morgan said. 

“I have been in Australia when 
the Big Bash has happened and 
seen the impact it has had. 

“The IPL is a different scale. 
Every time I have gone to the 
IPL I have always come back a 
better player. 

“I certainly believe something 
needs to happen. It doesn’t 
have to be the exact same or 
similar but it has to work for 
what is best for English cricket. 

“I see great young players 
coming through but if we had 
an infrastructure in place with 
eight or nine teams and some 
huge international stars then 
the likes of Alex Hales and 
Jonny Bairstow would have 
already rubbed shoulders and 
played against players like 
Muttiah Muralitharan or 
Jacques Kallis. 

“They would not be thrown 
into a World Cup situation 
where they have to win a game 
for England and are unfamiliar 
with it. 

“The benefits for the younger 
guys coming through would be 
huge. 

“It is a great time to do some¬ 
thing. IPL is in its fifth year now, 
Big Bash is going into its sec¬ 
ond year so it won’t take much 
to catch up. 

“It is needed, especially as we

are Twenty20 champions. 

“It is a great time to do some¬ 
thing.” 

It was an enterprising move 
from the England and Wales 
Cricket Board to introduce 
Twenty20 to the county game in 
the first place in 2003, but their 
attempts to keep the format 
moving have been less suc¬ 
cessful. 

The ECB’s venture with Allen 
Stanford, now serving 110 years 
in an American prison after 
being convicted of fraud, turned 
very sour very quickly. 

The franchise proposal written 
by David Stewart and Keith 
Bradshaw, who were then on 
the ECB management board, 
failed to win the backing of the 
county game. 

Morgan accepts that position 
is unlikely to have changed but 
he points to the success of 
England’s Test team as an 
example of what can be 
achieved if the structure is right. 

“I can only encourage them 
(county officials),” said Morgan. 

“I have no idea about the 
administrative side of things. 

“I would like to see it happen. 

“When I grew up training hard 
and working towards profes¬ 
sional cricket, English cricket 
was always chasing Australia, 
who were number one for a 
long time. 

“They had great skilled crick¬ 
eters but number one they had 
the infrastructure. 

“We have now overtaken that 
in the longer form of the game 
in producing Test match crick¬ 
eters, which is great.”

Eight teams have 
withdrawn in 2012 


ORDNANCE Survey CC are the 
eighth team to withdraw from the 
Hampshire Cricket League this 
season. 

But despite fears that OSCC’s 
demise is a sign of the times, HCL 
chairman Jonathan Blake insists 
that club cricket is not declining. 

He said: “It’s a shame for 
Ordnance Survey because the 
club’s been around a long time but 
I wouldn’t say we’re losing any 
more clubs than in previous years. 

“A certain number of weaker 
clubs always drop out, but we’re 
gaining teams. We started the sea¬ 


son with 352 and although we now 
have 344 that still makes us bigger 
than we’ve been in previous years. 

“There is not another league in 
the world as big as ours and there 
was a definite resurgence in num¬ 
bers when England won the 2005 
Ashes. 


“The rain probably hasn’t helped 
this year because players get out 
of the habit of playing every 
Saturday, but we had 12 new 
teams for this season which is 
about average." 

These figures may be skewed by 
the fact that bigger clubs are cre¬ 


ating more teams, as opposed to 
new village clubs forming. 

Regional Division One North 
outfit Sutton Scotney are the high¬ 
est ranked side to withdraw from 
the Hampshire League this year, 
while OSCC’s former RD2SE 
rivals Bosham have also pulled 
out after being moved to a council- 
owned ground. 

“We’ll probably lose one or two 
more but the bigger clubs in par¬ 
ticular are often creating new 
teams because their facilities and 
coaching of young players is so 
good,” Blake added. 



End of a proud 
era as Ordnance 
Survey pull out 


IT was a shock for many 
when Ordnance Survey 
CC ended its 130-year 
innings this week. 

Founded in 1882 by the 
Southampton-based map- 
makers and founder mem¬ 
bers of the Hampshire 
Cricket League in 1973, 
OSCC has been on the 
recreational cricket map 
for many years, writes 
JACK CLARKE AND 
SIMON WALTER. 

So to see that it has lost its 
way is very sad, particular¬ 
ly for players past and pre¬ 
sent, like ourselves. 

The club has a rich histo¬ 
ry. 

In recent years, OSCC 
have been playing their 
home games at Wide Lane, 
having previously hired 
Wellington Sports Ground 
on Stoneham Lane - one of 
the best squares in the 
county before it became 
Pompey’s training base - 
for many seasons. 

They are also one of the 
few clubs to have been able 
to call Northlands Road 
their home. 

Thanks to the efforts of 
Colonel James Fellowes 
and particularly Sir Russell 
Bencraft - former 
Hampshire players who 
shared the post of honorary 
secretary in the late 19th 
century - OSCC were able 
to play at the old County 
Ground for many years. 

Dr Bencraft was also pres¬ 
ident of Southampton St 
Mary’s FC - the original 
‘Saints’ - and turned out 
for Ordnance Survey CC 
many times when his 
Hampshire commitments 
allowed. 

OSCC was also very suc¬ 
cessful during the immedi¬ 
ate post-war years, winning 
the old County Ground KO 
three times and the AJ Day 
Shield seven times. 

They also won numerous 
Southampton Evening 
League championships in 
the competition’s 1950s hey¬ 
day. 

The club has been grateful 
for the dedication and com¬ 
mitment of Alan George in 
more recent years. 

Now 75, “Mr Ordnance 
Survey” has represented 
the club since 1959 as club 
captain, treasurer, secre¬ 
tary and chairman. 

“Georgie” was devastated 


by the decision to call time. 

“Lack of recruitment in 
the Civil Service, the lack of 
a ground to call our own 
and the facilities to go with 
it have brought this once 
proud club to its knees,” he 
said. “It’s very sad.” 

Colin Hutton, who will 
continue to organise the 
club’s annual tour to north 
Devon, is one of the club’s 
longest serving members 
and captained “The 
Survey” for ten years. 

“Players have work and 


family commitments which 
unfortunately but fairly 
prioritise,” he said. “We’ve 
had a great run and some 
great innings and maybe it 
is time for us to retire. But 
we or the league will not 
forget Ordnance Survey 
CC.” 

Jeremy Maskell was one 
of many former Ordnance 
Survey employees to have 
played for the Mapmakers 
over the years. 

He described the news as 
“a massive disappoint¬ 


ment”. 

“What made the club so 
unique was the fact that the 
cricket club was run via an 
international organisation, 
rather than a village or 
pub,” he said. 

OSCC has always benefit¬ 
ed from Civil Service 
Sports Council grants but 
in recent years the relation¬ 
ship between Ordnance 
Survey and its cricket club 
has grown increasingly 
nominal. 

Club secretary Jon Bance, 


a former Hampshire Under- 
19 all-rounder, said: “Not 
one guy in this season's 
Saturday team works for 
Ordnance Survey. 

“It’s a similar story in 
Yorkshire and Lancashire, 
where the works teams 
have gone. 

“The writing's been on the 
wall for a few years.” 

For 30 years, OSCC had 
two teams in the HCL and 
last season they finished as 
high as fifth in Regional 
Division Two South East. 

They will try to fulfil their 
remaining Southampton 
Evening Cricket League 
this season. 

But Saturdays will be 
poorer for their absence. 

Captain Richard Curtis 
said: “We’re an ageing side 
and people have other com¬ 
mitments, but we’ve also 
lost players because we 
haven’t been able to pro¬ 
vide coaching like the big¬ 
ger clubs,” he said. 

“We’ve been relying on 
friends of friends and word 
of mouth but the crunch 
has been that we’ve strug¬ 
gled to be competitive this 
year.

RYDE are gearing themselves 
up to become the second Isle of 
Wight club, alongside Ventnor, 
to play in the Southern Electric 
Premier League. 

Four games in, all of which they 
have won, may be a little premature 
for promotion talk in the Ryde dress¬ 
ing room, writes MIKE VIMPANY. 

But the rain ravaged season reach¬ 
es its midway point today and Ryde 
are in the thick of it at the top of the 
Hampshire League. 

“We are trying not to get ahead of 
ourselves, but this is the best start 
we’ve made to a County 1 season and 
we’re making sure we tick all the 
Premier League boxes should we get 
a chance of going up,” says chair¬ 
man Dave Tolfrey.

Firebeam 
the hot tip 

FIREBEAM can dent the reputa¬ 
tion of the much-discussed Hoof 
It in the Saturday night John 
Sunley Memorial Criterion Stakes 
at Newmarket. 

Hoof It, jointly owned by golfer 
Lee Westwood, will be in the 
thoughts of most punters ahead 
of this Group Three over seven 
furlongs. 

And while he has the Group- 
placed form in which to just 
about back up the hype, the fact 
remains he has not yet struck in 
Pattern company. 

He was also forced to swerve 
Royal Ascot due to a setback, 
which might suggest this race 
was something of an after¬ 
thought as he steps back up to 
this trip for the first time since 
September 2010 

To that end, a fighting chance 
can be given to Firebeam, who is 
a year younger than Hoof It, but 
has raced just eight times. 

The William Haggas-trained 
four-year-old is in his element 
over seven furlongs - especially 
when the ground is testing - as 
demonstrated by a carefree vic¬ 
tory at Haydock last September. 

He was also hardly disgraced 
when just four and a half lengths 
behind subsequent Diamond 
Jubilee runner-up Midnight 
Cloud at Longchamp on his last 
start. 

A towering individual who has 
pace and stamina in equal mea¬ 
sure, the fact he held a Queen 
Anne entry earlier in the month 
speaks could volumes by the 
regard in which he is held by 
Newmarket-based Haggas. 

At the prices, it would arguably 
appear more logical to invest in 
Firebeam than Hoof It.
